Explosion Occurred in Baracks 


and Only One Survives 


Havana. May 19 
-The barracks of 
the rural guards at Pinar del Rio was 
blown up and 100 persons wore killed. 
Owing to tin* race disturbances the 
dynamite being used on the various 
public works in that section had been 
collected and stored in the barracks 
the quantity there being 3.000 pounds 
Orders had been given for the re­ 
moval of the dynamite to the regular 
powder magazines and the government 
reports state that the explosion 
curred whi!*> this was being done. 
However, it was the day that was 
fixed by the negro conspirators lor ,.n 
uprising, the e arth ’s entering the tail 
of Hailey’s comet to ho the signal, and 
many entertain the belief that the ex­ 
plosion was the first overt act of the 
revolut tonists 
Several 
special 
trains 
carrying 
troops have been rushed from Havana 
to Pinar del Rio General Monteaguda. 
* om mander of tin* Rurales, and sev­ 
eral officials accompanied the troops. 
The 
barracks, 
in 
which 
were 
quartered th«* Rurales. a num ber of 
public works employes and officers’ 
families. w>*re completely destroyed. 
Commandi«nt Ravena. w ith all his fam ­ 
ily and other families are among tlm 
killed 
A cmporal of the Rurales is 
the only survivor 
Many buildings in the vicinity of 
the barracks were wrecked 
There Is 
the most intense excitement, both at 
Pinar del Rio and Havana, every one 
rem em bering the abortive attempt to 
start a revolution some tim e ago by 
murdering 
the sleeping 
Rurales 
in 
their barracks at Guanabacoa. a few 
miles from Havana, which atrocity the 
late 
Senator 
Morua 
Delgado 
insti 
gated. 
The negro uprising, for which Senor 
Estenos. who is now in jail awaiting 
trial, is alleged to have been plan­ 
ning. was, it is said, arranged to start 
simultaneously in Pinar del Rio and 
Santiago provinces on the night of 
May IS 
The government insists that the ex 
plosion was an accident, but m ean­ 
while it is rushing troops to Pinar del 
Rio
